af war” left by the world conflict 
had been just abont completed. 
Now «we are informed by ‘the 
Premier that, except in regard 10 
Turkey (with whom tho. Treaty 
has never been ratified, owing to 
tha dispute with Greece), Septem- 
ber latis likely tobe thedate of the 
“ official termination” af the war, 
What steps remain to be taken? 
While the hostilities were pro- 
ceeding most people suppased 
the etid of the war to mean the 
day on which fighting stopped. 
The “Cease fire!” was, of course, 
sounded oc November ll, 1918, 
bot an armistice is‘ not a fina 
arrangement. Wher the Treaty 
of Versailles was signed on Jana 
36,1919, the ordinary man might 
have bean pardoned for assuming 
that the Powers were at peace in 
every. sanse of the word—at 
any rate, with Germany, tha 
chief opponent, the other enemy 
countries not signing till s fow 
months Inter. Statesmen and 
diplomatists proceed by leisurely 
stages, bowever, and the Peace 
Treaty had atill to be ratified. 
This was eventually consummated 
in January 1920. With this ex- 


tively resumed through 
mediumof Charges d'Affaires, 
nobody could wall doubt that all 
formalities had been disposed of.

A special committee to report 
upon inter-Empire serial com- 
munication was appointed by the 
Imperial Conference the other 
day, and. it sppears to have got 
down to business with more 
celerity than is sometimes shown 
by suck bodies. At the moment 
the news. of its activities does not 
carry us much beyond the scheme 
already outlined before the mais 
Conference. That is sufficient to 
give us an idea of the service 
contemplated. Naturally, the 
earliest efforts are to be directad 
to developing a service to Egypt, 
whence experimental Gights are 
to be made towards India. South 
Africa, and Australia, with a view 
to inaugurating permanent ser- 
vices to those points sooner or 
later. The airship will probably 
make a big cut in present times, 
but. with the rapid advance of 
aerial science, one may anticipate 
as feasible the day when the 
giant aeroplane will make a much

Duteh Shipping. 

The young Dutch adverturers 
who projected a line to South 
Africa are making some stir in 
the shippirg world. Bankers in- 
experienced in maritime affairs 
were induced to finance the con- 
cern, the Datch South African 
Shipping Co.. but the results 
have been indifferent, and an 
application for a subsidy was 
made to the Dutch Parliament as 
the only means of saving the 
undertaking. The proposal met 
with considerable opposition in 
Aolland, and. naturally other 
countries with South African 
lines did not regardit with akind- 
ly eye. In May, however, the 
Dutch lower Chamber approved 
a Bill authorising a i
